KIMCHI 


ICK-A-POO joy juice (sigh) may make 
the world go ‘round in Al Capp’s “Lower 
Slobovia.”” But in Korea (sob) it’s 

Kimchi. 

For the uninitiated, Kimchi is the Korean na- 
tional dish. Its ingredients remained a mystery to 
Marines until recently, when Lieutenant John A. 
Buck filed this report with the division food di- 
rector. 

“The national dish of Korea is known as Kimchi; 
a delectable food composed of many diversified 
materials, objects and occasional pieces. 

‘Ordinary’ Kimchi,” he continued, “includes 
these necessary ingredients: 

“Four Chinese cabbages 

“One white radish (sliced into two-inch shoe- 
string pieces) 

“One pint red (sob) pepper (ground) 

“One quart trepang (pickled in salt) 

Four bulbs garlic ( grated) 

‘Four roots ginger ( grated ) 

One quart salt 

One-half pint sesame (sigh). 

Special’ Kimchi,” Lieut. Buck continued, “in- 
cludes those items plus the following: 

“100 bulbs (ugh!) garlic ( grated) 

“Four pears (sliced) 

“When these ingredients are assembled, they are 
put into a porcelain, china, or wooden barrel and 
seasoned for approximately one week,” he added. 

Buck warned that almost invariably, extraneous 
matter, such as spiders, crickets and other insects 
wander into the Kimchi barrel during the season- 
ing process 

These foreign bodies so introduced are imme 
diately and completely dissolved, adding immeasur- 
ably to the high protein content (sigh) of Kimchi,” 
he added. 

Buck also filed a report with a Marine Corps 
equipment board praising the salutatory effects of 
Kimchi in combat operations. 

In unadulterated form, Kimchi protects the 
consumer from trench foot, frost-bite, body odor, 
gout and normal digestion 

“Ic is therefore concluded that Kimchi, canned in 
one-half tins, will provide an excellent assault 
ration,” Buck concluded. 

A copy of Lieut. Buck's report also was filed with 
the division of graves registration section.

He was wearing his long handles 
dungarees, several sweaters, jacket and 
parka. When he was half way through 
the hatch he got firmly wedged. Hang- 
ing headfirst in the turret of the mov 
ing tank, he clutched his camera with 
one hand while the tank gunner vainly 
tugged the other trying to get him into 
the comparative safety of the armored 
hull. The M-26 looked ludicrous, head- 
ull tilt into battle with the up 


ended stern of a Marine flagging the 
breeze like an agitated antenna 

Sweating and red faced, the camera- 
man surveyed his predicament, then 
yelled in the ear of the laboring gun- 
ner, “Hell, let it stay this way, I can't 
think of any better way to get a State- 
side wound 

Although he went through most of 
the battle riding on his head, he didn't 
get wounded and was back the next 
day at his old stand. Eventually he was 
rotated back to the United States. 

With the First Marine Division in 
Korea there are a baker's dozen of 
these intrepid souls whose job is to get 
pictures of the Marines in action. They 
are the combat photographers. Like 
the infantry their work is in turn peril

ous, exciting, dull and always nomadic 
They hook up with the assault troops 
and follow them through rain and mud 
down ravines and over mountains 

While they are shooting pictures in 
the course of these activities, they fre 
quently encounter groups of determined 
Chinese and North Korean soldiers 
That's when the job really gets interest 
ing. When a fight develops they dou 
ble in brass, shooting pictures, carry 
ing stretchers and ammunition, substi 
tuting on a mortar team and exchang 
ing shots with the enemy 

For this job they carry a camera, a 
pistol and a sense of humor. They need 
all three. 

Photographers fall prey to the same 
diseases found among front line troops; 


Shrapnelphobia, a desire to avoid fly- 
ing steel; Burpgunitis, an uncomfort- 
able feeling that the enemy is trying 
to comb your hair with a submachine 
gun; and Slumbertosis, an extreme 
anxiety to be warm, comfortable and 
well fed. On the whole though, they 
are a very hot-to-trot lot. If you want 
your picture taken in action during 
the Korean fracas, the best place to 
have it done is on the point, that’s 
where the photographers’ generally 
seem to be the thickest 

Sergeant Marshall D. Early, a husky 
six-footer from El Paso, Texas, is one 
of the combat photographers working 
in the field today. In the last war he 
was a combat photographer with the 
Second Marine Division, the job is not 
new to him. After War II he went to 
Mexico for awhile, entered Texas West- 
ern College, got married and still found 
time to be a member of the Marine 
Corps inactive Reserve. He left for the 
Korean war in November of last year. 

Since his arrival he has been on the 
line with all the regiments in the divi- 
sion and has had a lot of lead slung 
over his bow in the process. Marshall 
talks and moves with the unhurried 
deliberation of a true Texan. The aft- 
ernoon of March 16th, however, when 
the Ist Battalion, Seventh Marines, 
was taking the high ground north and 
west of Hongch’on, was the exception 
Early moved very fast that day, so 
did the Ist Battalion. It was a busy 
afternoon. In some ways his expe 
rience was unusual, but in others it 
was about par for the combat photog 
rapher in action 

After loading his camera, checking 
his weapon and breakfasting on pow- 
dered eggs and tinned grapefruit chunks 
that morning, Early set out to join the 
war. Like the rest of the photograph 
ers, he got out on the road and started 
leisurely hitchhiking toward the action 
Part of the time he walked and part 
of the time he crowded into trucks and 
jeeps for short distances. A couple of 
times he stopped to shoot pictures. He 
joined the Seventh Marines shortly be 
fore noon. Immediately, he decided he 
should have put off his visit until a 
later, more peaceful date. The Ist Bat- 
talion was in the process of being mor- 





tared by the Chinese It was too 
late for a raincheck. Marshall started 
snapping pictures and ducking as the 
big 120’s whooshed in. It lasted an 
hour. Counter battery fire and an air 
strike finally took care of the enemy 
guns. The Marines moved into the at- 
tack from the road leading into Hong- 
ch’on 

The battalion forded the Hongch’on 
gang, a tired sort of shallow stream 
that meanders down through the north- 
ern mountains and passes in front of 
the town. They went into assault on 
the big mountain west of the town. 

Securing the mountain was dele- 
gated to “Able” and “Charley” com- 
panies. The smaller mountain to the 
north behind the town and the low 
ridge between was to be left to the 
Marines of “Baker” company after the 
big hill had been taken 

As the two companies moved into 
the base and started up the western 
mountain they commenced taking fire 
from the hill on the right, the one that 
was to be the property of “Baker” com- 
pany. The weapons company laid in 
mortar and machine gun fire in sup- 
port of the two assault units and they 
took the peak against slight opposition. 
Obviously the hill north of the town 
was going to be the most troublesome. 
Early decided to toss his fortunes in 
with “Baker” when they went after the 
ground 

They jumped 
brightly colored air panel was flashed 
from the top of the first objective in 
dicating that the hill was in our pos 
session. The company, commanded by 
Captain James J. Bott of Carlsbad 
Calif., moved around the base of the 
hill occupied by his battalion and 
headed toward the intervening ridge 
screening them from their objective 
Marshall bummed a ride on a tank up 
to the ridge then jumped off the tank 
and joined a platoon commanded by 
Technical Sergeant Joe P. Taylor of 
Oakland, Calif 

From the top of the ridge to the 
base of the objective was slightly more 
than 100 yards, but the Chinese had 
already announced that they were on 
the hill. That stretch of ground, bi 
sected by a thin muddy ribbon of road

All that was visible was a square 
foot firing aperture, but the “slopes 
had dug deeply into the side of the hill 
They were firing from the rearmost 
part of the position so their muzzle 
blast wouldn't show. Gunners in the 
tanks could see the black weapon ports 
against the brown of the hill quite 
plainly through their periscopes. A sys 
tematic program of elimination started 

Once a position was spotted, the 
tank would lay its big gun in on it 
There would be a flash of green flame 
from the 90's muzzle, a roar, and the 
hole would sort of lift up, toss some 
timber and dirt in the air and settle 
back leaving a saucer-like depression 
While the extermination was progress 
ing. “Baker” company moved up to the 
base of the hill. Taylor’s platoon was 
on the right flank of the skirmish line 
The hill looked three times as high as 
it did from the other side of the river 
Nasty looking trench lines scarred the 
face of the rise. A couple of mournful 
trees on the rise waved futile, protest 
ing limbs against the noisy carnage 
that. had enveloped them 

Going up over the ground was going 
to be tough. There would be a Jot of 
bayonet and grenade work before they 
got to the top and everybody in the 
platoon knew it. Sprawled at the base 
of the slope the Marines glumly eyed 
the ground they were going to have to 
take. They didn't like it. Battleline

The qualifications that make a man 
a good pilot will make him an expert 
in the control tent. He must be quick, 
sharp and aggressive. He has to think 
fast and make snap decisions A 
flighty person has no place in air con 
trol work. He must keep calm, even 
though hell is breaking around him 
The controllers’ reward: long hours at 
an apparently thankless task But 
without him and the guys who keep his 
gear functioning—there would be no 
electronic wall 

A staff of instructors to train the air 
ontrollers was quickly organized. Some 
of the teachers came from highly un 
usual occupations One _ exceedingly 
capable instructor, Captain William H 
Hewett, sold his seat on the New York 
Stock Exchange to come on active duty 

Veteran Marine aviator, Colonel 
Charles Schlapkohl, USMC, commands 
Marine Air Control Group-1 His 
organization provides the personnel and 
facilities for the direction and coordi- 
nation of the 2nd Marine Air Wing in 
air defense and air support of the 
Fleet Marine Forces in amphibious 
operations. The group may also be 
assigned air defense work in connection 
with other forces 

The fabulous electronic defense wall 
of an air control group has taken a 
back seat, in the public’s mind, to the 
more publicized close air support work. 
Where secrecy has shrouded air defense, 
close air support has been placed in 
the open. Today the infantrymen are 
taught that the fighter plane is an 
infantry weapon. It becomes his heavy 
artillery when other weapons fail. If 
the foot soldier runs into trouble too 
big to handle alone, he calls for the 
airplane. The air control groups get 
those airplanes there 

Air support starts when the ground 
team of § infantry-tank-and-artillery 
meets opposition too big for their 
weapons. They call for support. If the 
battalion's forward air control officer 
thinks that the target can best be 
handled by air, he requests an ai! 
strike The Forward Air Controller 
(FAC) is a Marine aviator assigned to 
ground units of battalion or regimental 
strength. He serves as the battalion o1 
regimental commander's air liaison 
officer advising him when an air strike 
can best be utilized and the type of 
armament that will be most effective 
against the target 

Strike planes are called in to provide 
the close air support. Accompanying 
these planes in most cases is an air 
coordinator, generally a senior Marine 
aviator, who directs the strike from the

SERGEANT LEWIS ZWARKA—The Distinguished Service Cross (Posthumous) 


“... while serving with a 75mm Recoiless Rifle Platoon . .. was advancing along 
the road near Yongsan, an enemy battery of antitank guns, mortars, and machine 
guns was observed firing on friendly tanks .. . in action against this concentration 

. intense counter-battery fire from the enemy . . . several casualties were inflicted, 
disabling one of the recoiless rifles, Sergeant Zwarka . .. made repeated trips through 
unremitting enemy fire to assist in evacuating the wounded. Then seeing another 
75mm rifle lying idle as a result of casualties among the crew, and realizing the 
importance of the weapon to his fellow Marines .. . made his way through concen- 
trated enemy fire to recover the rifle. With the assistance of the remainder of the 
gun crew, he moved it to an alternate position covering a road approach, and in so 
doing, received grave wounds which later cost him his life.
